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RUSTLERS WAR 


A Sanguinary Struggle in 
Montana, 


Cattlemen Surprise the Horse-thieves 
and a Fight Follows. 


The Rustlers are Reinforced and 
Surround Their Assailants. 


Several Men Killed in the Day’s Skir- 
mishes—State and Federal Troops 
Wl Attempt to End the 
Bloody Contest. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BurraLo (Wyo.,) April 12.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Full particulars of 
the fight at the T. A. ranch are just re- 
ceived. The first intimation of the in- 
tended invasion by cattlemen was a 
message saying that a train of armed 
and mounted men had been unloaded at 
Caspar. The rustlers and small cattle- 
men had little time to prepare for de- 
fense, as the cattlemen arrived soon 
after and at once attacked the K. C. 
ranch, 

A posse of rustlers was sentto the 
rescue, but when they arrived the cat- 
tlemen haddone their work and left. 
The house had been burned and the 
dead bodies of Note Champion and Dick 
7 were found in the ruins. 

ack Flag, a notorious leader of the 
rustlers, arrived at the K. C. ranch dur- 
ing the © ga bees of the battle and had 
to run the gauntlet of the cattlemen to 
escape, but the cattlemen burned his 
wagon with the house. 

Leaving the K.C. ranch the cattle- 
men started for Buffalo and the rustlers 
organized and went to meet them, The 
cattlemen took shelter in the T. A. 
ranch, which the rustlers surrounded, 
and at daylight on Monday the bat- 
tle commenced. Shot were exchanged 
ali day, but the number killed 
and injured cannot at present be 
learned. One cattleman escaped from 
the ranch presumably to get reinforce- 
ments. The result of today’s operations 
is not yet known. 

George Green was brought to Buffalo 
yesterday, badly wounded, asserting 
that he shot himself accidentally. It is 
thought hte was one of the cattlemen 
participating in the fight. 

The rustlers are scouring ‘the country 
for reinforcements, which are rapidly 
coming in. The acting mayor of Buf- 
falo has called on the Governor for 
State militia to assist the sheriff in

Cagyvenne (Wyo.,) April 12.—Gov.

AMONG THE BOOMERS. 


Excitement Increasing on the Borders of 
the Reservation. 

April 12.—|By the As- 
sociated Press,] «The President today 
issued a proclamation opening the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation 
April 19 at 12 o’clock noon. 

Ex Reno (Oklahoma,) April 12.— 
Every hour brings more settlers to the 
border. They are drawn up along the 
western line of the reservation, but 
most of them are massed on the east and 
southeast. Gov. Seay has decided to 
open the townsites at 8 o’clock on the 
day of opening the reservation in order 
to give town builders a chance to reach 
each county seat in time for the open- 


ing. 

Str. (Minn.,) April 12.—Excite- 
ment over the opening of the Tisseton 
reservation increases every day and 
each boomer is trying to get ahead of 
his neighbor. The liveliest rush will 
be for the proposed town sites in town- 
ship 12, range, 52. A land company 
has elaborated plans forevery member 
of the company to secure all land im- 
mediately surrounding the town site. 
The fastest horses in this part of the 
country will engage in the _ great 
fifeen mile race, starting from 
Brown’s Valley on the day of the open- 
ing. The islands in Lake Traverse, 
which bound the eastern border for 
thirty miles, will be densely populated 
immediately before opening day by 
boomers, who.will arrive in improvised 
boats, and Indians with teams and pon- 
ies will take them to the vacant land. 
The settlers are peaceable and it is the 
opinion of the Government that there 
will be notrouble. Thecrowd increases 
ing daily. 

Watertown (S. D.,) April 12.—The 
enthusiasm of the Sisseton boomers is 
not dampened by a steady downpour of 
rain, which commenced last night — 
still continues, Each train coming 
today added to the crush and the march 
to the reservation began in earnest, 


Irrigation Enterprise in Arizona. 

Tucson (Ariz.,) April 12.—The Santa 
Cruz Water Storage Company has closed 
a contract with S. S, Watson of Los An- 
geles to construct an irrigation canal 
and reservoirs in the Santa Cruz Val- 
ley. The canal will be seventy miles 
long and thirty feet wide at the bottom. 
It will be supplied from the Santa Cruz 
River and twenty storage reservoirs. 
Three hundred thousand acres of land 
will be reclaimed to agriculture. Five 
hundred men and 100 teams will be put 
to work next week, The cost of con- 
struction is estimated at $1,200,000. 
The enterprise is wholly backed by En- 

lish capital. The head of the canal, 

fifty miles south of Tucson, will run 
north twenty miles. This is the largest 
irrigation enterprise yet inaugurated in 
Arizona, 


Central Pacific Directors Chosen. 

San Francisco, April 12,—A meeting 
of the stockholders of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad was held here today, and 
aboard of directors for the ensuing 
year elected.

WORLD’S FAIR MATTERS. 


Plans of California Commissioners for a 
State Exhibit. P 

San Francisco, April 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At the regular 
monthly meeting this evening of the 
California World's Fair Commission 
there were present, besides members 
from San Francisco, Commissioners 
Rose of Los Angeles, Daggett of Siskiyou 
county, McMurray of Sonoma county and 
Thompson of Tulare. It was definitely 
decided to hold a World's Fair exhibit 
of California products at Mechanics’ 
Pavilion in San Francisco an 
August 80 and closing October 29. A 
counties in the State are requested to 
send for this exhibit all available prod- 
ucts that will bear retransportation. 
The freight to San Francisco will be 
borne by the State Commission. 

The exhibit is intended to be a com- 
petitive one of county against county 
and after the exhibition closes the State 
commission will take charge of the ex- 
hibits and transport them free to Chi- 
cago for proper display at the World’s 
Fair. Beside the regular prizes, aggre- 
gating several thousand dollais, the fol- 
lowing special premiums are offered: 
Five hundred dollars for the best ex- 
hibit from any county that is in place 
on the first Saturday after the opening 
of the fair; $250 for the most exten- 
sive and original county exhibit; also 
$250 for the county making the widest 
range of useful products; all special 
prizes to be awarded on the first Satur- 
day after the fair opens. 


REV. DUNBAR AGAIN. 


The Eloping Preacher Visits His Old 
Haunts. 


Authorities of the Methodist Church Tel- 
egraphing All Over the Country to 
Have the Guilty Man Taken 

Into Custody.

Mapison (Ga.,) April 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Bishop Atticus G. 
Haygood, of the Methodist Church of 
California, has telegraphed Rev. War- 
ren Chandler, president of Emery Meth- 
odist College of Oxford, Ga., to have 
arrested, if possible, Rev. Edgar Dun- 
bar and wife, the former being a min- 
ister in the conference, and to divest 
him of his ministerial credentials. The 
charge is that Mr. and Mrs. Dunbar are 
living in illegal union and the story is 
an interesting one. Mr. and Mrs. Dun- 
bar arrived at Oxford some time ago 
to visit a son who attended college 
there. They were well received, 
and Mr. Dunbar filled the pulpit for 
Dr. Chandler on more than one occasion. 


-It developed that twenty-five years ago 


Edgar Dunbar, who is a native of Flor- 
ida, married a beautiful woman there 
and raised a small family. ,Afterward 
he eloped to Little Rock, Ark., and as- 
sumed the name of Seth Burnett. He 
was admitted tothe Methodist confer- 
ence of Arkansas. Here he had another 
family. He became tired of his second 
wife and family and eloped with Mrs. 
Herndin, wife of a neighboring local 
preacher, going to Southern California, 
where he resumed his own name. 

Dunbar’s second wife devoted several 
years to ferreting out his whereabouts, 
and finally succeeded in locating him in 
California. The attention of the au-: 
thorities of the Methodist Church there 
was called to the case, and they at once 
concluded that the man wasa hypocrite. 
Meantime Dunbar, suspecting some- 
thing wrong, left California, stating 
that he was going to New York, but in- 
stead he went to Oxford. 

The bishop promptly telegraphed to 
have Dunbar and wife intercepted, but 
the message was sent too late, as the 

couple had left Oxford. Their son, who 
was at college and whom they had been 
visiting, knew nothing of the situation 
untilinformed by President Chandler. 
The boy after hearing the story imme- 
diately followed his parents to New 
York. Telegrams were sent to New 
York to arrest the couple. 


BALLOT BOXES SEIZED. 


Scenes of Riot and Outrage at the Cohoes 
(N. ¥.) Election. 

New York, April 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Herald Cohoes (N. 
Y.,) special says that no election will be 
declared there, for some ballot boxes 
were seized by a gang of roughs from 
Troy, who were appointed special 
policemen. The city is in the wild- 
est state ofexcitement. Everything was 
quiet until the time came for closing the 
polls inthe Fourth Ward, which is heav- 
ily Republican. Then the Troy specials 
caused a row and twenty other police- 
men rushed in and seized the ballot 
boxes and they are now in the police 
station in an iron cell.

When the ballot boxes were seized 
by the special police an angry mob fol- 
lowed but was held back by the regu- 
lar police. Atthe police station citi- 


| zens attempted to rescue the boxes, but 


were struck down by the mob who were 
armed with clubs. Several persons 
were wounded during the affray.

UNDER WATER 


The Great Inundation in the 
South, 


Hundreds of Dwellers on the Low- 
lands Drowned. 


Many Others Left Almost on the 
Verge of Starvation. 


Appeals for Aid for the Unfortunates Be- 
ing Sent Out—Congress Asked to 
Appropriate Money for 
Their Relief. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) April 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.| The appalling 
character of the floods in Northern 
Mississippi is just beginning to be real- 
ized. Hundreds of lives have been lost. 
Last night one man rowed several miles 
in the dark on a raft with twenty-six 
bodies which he had. pickedup. The 
flood came so suddenly that none were 
prepared. All sorts of ‘craft are being 
improvised to go to the rescue of the 
survivors, perched “on the highest 
ground without food or shelter. The 
loss of property'is over $1,000,000. 

New Onrveans, April 12.—The re- 
ported loss of life and property by 
floods along the Tombigbee River is 
confirmed. Citizens of Lowndes 
county, Miss., have petitioned Cong- 
ressman Allen toask the Government for 
aid as the only means adequate. The 
losses are variously estimated. The 
loss of live stock is beyond computa- 
tion. Between fifty and 200 human 
beings have perished. 

CoLtumBus (Miss.,) April 12.—Later 
reports enlarge, rather than diminish 
the previous estimates of the loss of 
life and destruction of property by the 
floods. <A belt of country from five to 
fifteen miles wide through the country 
is one mass of ruined houses, fences and 
carcasses of stock, and itis doubtful if 
a dozen houses are left standing in the 
district. Faom 1000 to 1200 negroes 
will be left in this place when the water 
subsides without one cent and without 
credit, and the places that were formerly 
their houses will be nothing but mud 
holes. The impoverished condition of 
the whites prevents them from main- 
taining the colored people for a long 
time, and great suffering will doubtless 
follow and it would be but common 
humanity for Congress, now in session, 
to assist them. 

A mass-meeting of citizens was held 
this afternoon to devise means to assist 
the poor. The Mayor was authorized 
to ask the Federal Government for a 
loan of 1000 tents. 

WasHINGTON, April 12.—In the House 
today Mr. Allen of Mississippi asked 
unanimous consents for present consid- 
eration of a joint resolution, appropri- 
ating $50,000 for the purchase and 
distribution of subsistence stores to suf- 
ferers trom the overflow of the Tom- 
bigbee River and its tributaries. 

Mr. Kilgore of Texas objected and the 
resolution was referred. 


A Victory for Dr. Keeley. 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) April 12.—Gov. 
Fifer reversed the action of the State 
Board of Health today in revoking the 
certificate of Dr. Leslie Keeley of 
Dwight, of bichloride of gold cure 
fame. The certificate was revoked 
June 30, 1881, and Fifer says the ac- 
tion was taken without such notice to 
Keeley, without such trial and without 
such finding upon facts as the law re- 
quires. Under such circumstances the 
revocation was unauthorized and void. 


Anarchist Incendiaries in Brooklyn. * 
‘New York, April 12.—The existence 
of a gang of incendiaries and Anarch- 
ists who have been starting fires in 
tenement houses in Brooklyn since Jan- 
uary 1, was demonstrated today. Two 
men are under arrest. One of the ac- 
complices of the gang madea full con- 
fession. Their plan was to arrange 
with dwellers in tenement houses who 
were over-insured to burn the property 
for a percentage of the insurance 
money. 


Blessing the Cargo, 

New York, April 12.—About 200 
people attended this sfternoon at the 
pier of the Inman line, on invitation of 
Rev. Dr. Talmage, to assist in asking 
God’s blessing on the 280,000 pounds 
of flour, representing the first install- 
ment of the 1,000,000 pounds which 
the Christian Herald promised to send 
to the famine districts of Russia by 
the steamship Conemaugh, which will 
sail in a few days. ~

COULD NOT AGREE. 


San Francisco’s Grand Jury Ask to 
Be Discharged, 


The Minority Wanted to Investigate 
Boodle Cases and the Majority Did 
Not Care to Look Into 

Such Cases. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

San Francisco, April 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| There was an ex- 
citing scene this afternoon in the court- 
room of Judge Troutt, the presiding 
justice of the Superior Court’ of this 
city, when eight members of the grand 
jury requested their discharge on the 
ground that they were unable to accom- 
plish anything. 

It has long been known that certain 
members of the grand’ jury were in 
favor of taking up the work of the late. 
grand jury, which was deolared illegal 
by the Supreme Court. The evidence: 
on which that body based its indictments’ 
has been fully considered by the present 
jury, and a strenuous attempt was made 
by the minority:to -have similar indict- 
ments found. Today, after a heated 
discussion, the minority determined to 
give up the useless contest. 

The entire grand jury filed into Judge 
Troutt’s courtroom shortly after & 
o’clock this afternoon and loreman Le 
Count presented a partial report, con- 
taining two indictments. One was 
against B. Mendelssohn, a_ police-court 
lawyer charged with crooked work in 
connection with bail bonds.

Railway Ruilding Ahead, 

The United States already claims 
171.000 miles of railways, being the 
foremost country in the world in this 
respect. The Railway Age, in its last 
issue, furnishes a carefully compiled 
list of railway extensions under way or 
projected that should put heart into the 
owners of furnaces and rolling mills and 
other plants for the manufacture of 
railway supplies. This list, . which 
covers forty-four States and Territories, 
gives the names of 470 new lines and 
extensions, with an aggregate length of 
28,259 miles, or enough to swell the 
aggregate mileage of the country to 
200,000 miles. 

In this list only three States, Rhode 
Island, Kansas and Nevada, show no 
new projected railway lines. Penn- 
sylvania heads the list in the number of 
new lines (53,) but the aggregate mile- 
age, 1410, is exceeded by Alabama 
with 2176, Georgia with 1643 and 
Florida with 1496 miles. A striking 
feature of this list of railway exten- 
sions is the preponderance of the South 
in new railway building. Fourteen 
Southern States show a projected mile- 
age of 11,859 miles, or 42 per cent. of 
the whole. Of the nine States witha 
projected mileage of more than 1000 
miles, six—Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Texas—are Southern States, with Vir- 
ginia close in the rear with 911 miles. 
The three Northern States above the 
thousand-mile limit are Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Minnesota. California does 
not loom up very grandly in the list 
because most of ‘her projected railways 
are in a chaotic state, but it is reason- 
ably sure that during the coming year 
the Southern Pacific’s coast line will be 
completed, rendering available a 
through route of over 400 miles; thata 
new railroad project will be developed 
with San Francisco as its objective, and 
a connection with. one of the overland 
systems, and that Southern California 
will know a good deal more about the 
Terminal road and another through con- 
nection with the East. The prospects 
for railroad development that will count 
have never been better in California 
than at present. 


It is sald that, as a direct result of 
the exposures made by the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst of New York, the saloons all 
over the city were closed on Sunday, 
the 3d inst., in. conformity with law, 
and Sunday-closing hereafter is to be 
something more than a dead letter.

The band presented a fine appearance in 
their scarlet tunics, gold cords and other 
bravery appropriate to their distinguished 
The conductor also made him- 
self a favorite with the audience from the 
beginning. His practical skill) in the per- 
fect control of his forces was so evident 
that it relieved any apprehension that 
might have been felt as to the ability and 
certainty of execution that should exist in 
so celebrated an organization. 

The overture to Rienzi. which opened the 
programme, gave the band an excellent op- 
portunity to demonstrate the power and 
efticiency of brassin the rendering of Wag- 
nerian music. The succeeding number. a 
dainty little trifie, afforded an excellent 
contrast, and gave the wood instruments a 
good chance. In this selection and also in 
the ‘‘Rhapsodie Hongroise’’ of Liszt the ab. 
sence of strings was hardly noticeable, so 
well were the reeds and wood instruments 
blended into harmonic shading. But they 
were powerless wheh they tried the cele- 
brated ‘intermezzo" from the Cavalleria 
Rusticana. No ible combination of in- 
strumentsin the possession of the band 
could give a tithe of the expression that is 
to be found in the soul-thrilling melody of 
the strings for which the composition was 
written. Thc attemptto represent it was 
the only failure of the evening. 

‘Sheridan's Ride” was the piece de resist- 
ance of the programme, judging by the 
prominence given to it in the. way of picto- 
rial and poetical illustration. To say that 
it roused the audience to enthusiasm is put- 
ting the case but mildiy. The great au- 
dience from fioor to gallery simply went 


‘wild with excitement, worked up intoa 


patriotic fervor that. seemed to find difi- 
culty in making adequate expression of its 
intensity. In response to the irresistible 
demand for an encore the conductor gave a 
comic selection, in which an imitation of a 
clog-dance was the leading feature. 

No doubt Mr. Sousa, from his long expe- 
rience, is the best judge of what will please 
an audience, and his success last night is 
another proof, if any were required, of the 
correctness of his judgment. But it will 
seem to many who give a second thought to 
the matter, that his programme is sadly 
marred by the trivial, not tosay trashy, airs 
that he offers with singing, whistling and 
clog-dancing accompaniments as ‘“‘encorés”’ 
for classical selections. It must be admit- 
ted that the house was with him every time, 
and with no uncertain sound. forthe ap- 
plause seemed to shake the building. 

She soloist of the evening, Miss Marie 
Decca, afforded one of the rare instances 
wherethe performance surpassed the ex- 
pectations raised by the advance notices. 
She has one of those rare, high soprano 
voices, pure, true, fiexible, vibrant with 
tone and color, and intensely sympathetic, 
of which we often read about, but very sel. 
dom have a chance of listening to. Her 
first selection enchanted the audience and 
brought a storm of applause, not only from 
the lower part of the hous& but also from 
the upper gallery, which is not usually en- 
husiastic over Italian airs. For encores 
Miss Decca sang ‘‘Robin Adair’’ and, later 
in the evening, ‘‘The Old Folks at Home.”’

COOPER TALKS BACK. 


The Accused Congressman’Makes 
Charges Against Raum. 


More Scandalous Developments In 
the Pension Investigation. 
Maj. Bonebrake’s Mission to the Na- 
tional Capital. 


He Will Court a Fall Investigation of the 
Charges Concerning His Conduct 
as a Manager of the Sol- 
diers’ Home.

WasuHInoton, April 12.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Cooper of Indiana 
made a statement today before the 
House Pension Investigating Commit- 
tee. He declared that he was not re- 
sponsible for and knew nothing about 
the action of ‘his clerk, Hersey, in tak- 
ing fees forinformation furnished to 
outside pension attorneys. Hersey had 
been recommended as a competent man 
for the place and was employed as such. 
Commissioner Raum, however, sought 
to have all pension business done by 
Washingten attorneys who were in- 
dorsers of his notes. This, he said, was 
a much more harmful debauchery of the 
public service than Hersey’s. Raum 
knew of Hersey’s doings last Septem- 
ber, but had done everything in his 
powerto have Hersey bribed through 
his (Raum’s) spies and informers in two 
or three States, in the hope that he 
might entrap witness. 

It was false that he (Cooper) told 
Morgan that Hersey would work for 
him for pay, and witness denied that 
he ever asked or accepted a cent for 
services growing out of his connection 
with public affairs. 

Cooper then referred to the charge 
that he authorized Maring and Slusher 
to print signatures on thousands of 
invitation Congressional slips, and said 
Maring came to him and said he desired 
to use witness’s name in calling up the 
cases of “‘the boys.’’ Witness knew 
nothing of the pension laws at that 
time, and on Maring’s representation 
that it was the usual thing and the ex- 
hibition of a call signed by Senator 
Turpie, he gave his consent, but with 
the understanding that the privilege 
was to be used only for soldiers in wit- 
ness’s district. Learning afterward 
that Maring was calling up cases from 
all over the country, he wrote Tanner 
that he had expressly limited the privi- 
lege to soldiers of his district. Raum 
either destroyed or suppressed the 
whole of this correspondence. If it 
were produced Raum’s criticism would 
be answered in advance. 

In regard to the affidavit of David L- 
Gitt, wnich Raum submitted,-to the ef-

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A WIDOW’S SAD PLIGHT. 


A Pathetic Story of Distress and 
Suffering. 


Mrs. McCarthy’s Experience With 
Spiritualistie Mediums. 


Almost Insane Over the Death of Her 
Husband, 


She Falls Into the Hands of Frauds, Who 
Have Robbed Her of all She Had 
and Left Her a Complete 
Wreck. 


The good people of Temple street, in 
the vicinity of Beaudry avenue, are up 
in arms, and the sleek medium and for- 
tune-teller must stay in seclusion until 
quiet and peace is once more restored 
in the neighborhood mentioned. 

During the early stages of the real 
estate upheaval in Southern California 
there arrived from the northern part of 
the State a pushing speculator named 
McCarthy. He brought his young and 
handsome wife along with him, and it 
was but a very few days after their ar- 
rival before McCarthy branched out in 
the real estate business. 

He was successful from the start, and 
ina few months’ time he had $8000 
out at interest and several hundred dol- 
lars werein an up-town bank to his 
credit. 

Something over a year ago McCarthy 
was taken ill and death soon followed. 
The widow grieved over her loss tosuch 
an extent that she would not be com- 
forted. Although young and strong, 
and inheriting her husband’s wealth, 
she would not yield up to the inevita- 
ble, but yearned for him who was her 
all. 

In the second story of a beautiful 
home up on Temple street she was sur- 
rounded by all the luxuries one in her 
station could wish for, but from a hand- 
some, rugged woman she gradually be- 
gan to wane. 

The thought that she might possibly 

derive some benefit by visiting a trance- 
medium, was imparted toa friend. The 
latter endeavored to dissuade the poor 
woman from making the first and gen- 
erally always unfortunate step. But 
it was evident that she could not be in- 
fluenced contrary than to visit a med- 
ium, so the friend consented to go with 
her, and they went two or three times. 
The now frailand lonely woman could 
not be persuaded that she could not pos- 
sibly derive any benefit from such a 
course, and her friend had to forego 
any further visits to the medium with 
the widow. 
_ By refusing to accompany the latter 
on her trips to the so-called spirit- 
ualist’s rooms it was hoped that she 
would discontinue the practice alto- 
gether. For a time it was believed 
that she had discontinued the practice, 
but the contrary became apparent 
a few weeks ago when the young 
widow sent for the friend who had con- 
sented to accompany her on the first 
and unfortunate visit to the medium’s 
rooms. Between the first visit. to the 
spiritualist’s and the time the friend 
was sent for, a wonderful change had 
come over the widow. As the friend 
stepped into Mrs. McCarty’s rooms she 
was startled. The once handsome 
widow was couched up in a peculiar 
position in ones corner of the room, a 
maniac. In her hands she held paper 
and pencil, and from all corners and 
quarters of the room she was recelving 
and writing down imaginary messages 
from her departed husband. She re- 
fused medicine and objected to her 
friend going near her, After a long 
and tedious ordeal she was finally 
quieted and became calm. 

During her rational moments Mrs. 
McCarty told of how she had visited the 
rooms of the notorious Mrs. Rich, the 
medium, who recently left Los Angeles. 

By proper care it was thought that 
the unfortunate woman would soon 
recover her reason and be hereelf again. 
She improved rapidly, and her friends 
became less alarmed for her ultimate 
recovery. Persons solely or partially 
deranged of reason sometimes make 
the one afflicted extra cute. This seems 
to be the case with Mrs. McCarthy. 
Her friends were ngratulating the 
unfortunate woman ahd themselves over 
her speedy recovery, and she was play- 
ing the double act—recovering, and not 
recovering. 

A week ago Saturday night the wid- 
ow’s quarters on Temple street were 
vacant, and for three days they re- 
mained so. No friend could find her, 
and it was suspected that she had made 
away with herself. 

The search was kept up untila week 
ago yesterday. A woman, raving and 
tottering, was found by a police officer 
in a hallway somewhere near the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Main streets, between 
the hours of 10 and 11 a.m., a week 
ago yesterday morning. At first it was 
thought that she was intoxicated, but it 


was soon discovered that she was be- 


reft of reason and was wandering—she 
knew not where to. The officer was 
about to take the unfortunate woman to 
the city prison when a gentleman hap- 
penirg along recognized the careworn 
face as that of Mrs. McCarthy. Friends 
from Temple street took the woman in 
charge and for nearly a week she has 
been confined toa room in a secluded 
place not far from her own home. At 
first her mind was entirely gone, 
and she was a raving maniac. Her face 
was swollen and covered with red welts 
and her tongue was badly swollen. She 
had been subjected to the most horrible 
treatment, and itis presumed that the 
physicians, Dr. Bicknell among them, 
who have been called in on the case, 
have hardly ever attended one so singu- 
lar and extraordinary. 

It is learned that the poor woman had 
been taught to believe that by strict at- 
tention and by acting in strict obedi- 
ence tothe medium’s instructions, she 
would, in time, be allowed to communi- 
cate with her dead husband.

AN UNSAVORY SUBJECT. 


Neighbors Object to the Powerfal Smell 
of Donegan’s Stable. 


proprietor of a stable at the corner of 
Sand and Montreal streets, where are 
housed a large number of horses and 
mules. Thestable is located in a hol- 
low between the hills this side of Pearl 
street, and there is no good outlet for 
the drainage. For several years this 
stable has been a source of annoyance 
to residents in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, who are mostly people of moder- 
ate means, living in small houses which 
they own. Numerous complaints have 
been made to the health officer. 
Finally, patience ceased to be a virtue 
and suit was brought to declare the 
stable a nuisance. The case came up 
in Judge Owens’s court yesterday before 
a jury. 

A number of residents in the neigh- 
borhood, male and female, deposed, 
under oath, that the stench from the 
stable and from stagnant pools adjoining 
was appalling; that they had to keep 
their windows closed in the warmest 
weather, preferring semi-suffocation to 
the odors which were wafted in upon 
them from the Donegan establishment. 

On the other hand, C. C. Stephens, 
attorney for defendant, produced a 
crowd of witnesses who testified that 
the odor of the stables was rather 
agreeable and healthful than otherwise. 
To hear some of these gentlemen, one 
would imagine that it was rather a 
flower perfume factory than a mule 
boarding-house that was under discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Donegan himself has a handsome 
residence on the hill, just beyond the 
/ Stable, but he is to windward of the 
establishment and consequently is 
scarcely a good judge of how it smells. 

The case went over for argument and 
will be resumed this morning. 


HIS HEAD BLOWN OFF. 


Ghastly Fate of a Lone Rancher Near San 
Jacinto. 
{San Diego Sun.] 

Saturday evening John Cranberg, a 
rancher of Diamond Valley, eight miles 
from San Jacinto, went to the residence 
of E. F. Hopkinson, a mile. distant, to 
borrow some provisions. It was about 
8 p.m., but the house was in darkness. 
Cranberg found the horses in the barn 
and two dogs barking excitedly. Won- 
dering what was wrong he called for 
Mr. Hopkinson, but received no answer. 
Supposing something was wrong Cran- 
berg raised a back window. and crawled 
into the two-room cottage. Here a 
ghastly sight met his astonished 
eyes. Stretched in the doorway be- 
tween the two rooms lay Mr. Hopkin- 
son, dead. On a closer examina- 
tion Cranberg found that the up- 
per part of the unfortunate man’s head 
had been shot away by the discharge of 
a hammerless shotgun which lay on the 
floor near the body. Frem all indica- 
tions he had been dead about two or 
three days. A coroner’s jury was im- 
paneled yesterday and the verdict was 
accidental death. The deceased had 
evidently risen from his bed early in 
the morning, as the lamp was still 
found burning in the room, with the 
supposed intention of shooting some 
wild animal which had been long mo- 
lesting his chickens. No evidence of 
foul play or suicide exists. Mr. Hop- 
kinson was an Englishman of fine cul- 
ture and considerable means, and was 
much respected in this community. It 
is said that he was formerly a minister. 
He lived alone on his forty-acre ranch, 
and, as far as known, was a single man. 
He was buried yesterday.

Orange to Increase Its Water 
Supply. 


Movement to Connect With the Santa 
Ana System, 


Estimated Cost of the Work Only 
About $10,000. 


Republican Primaries to Be Held on the 
23d—The Political Machine Being 
Put in Working Order—

SANTA ANA.

A movement is on foot among the _ resi- 
dents of Tustin to secure their water supply 
for domestic use from the city water works 
of SantaAna. It has been only a short 
time since the water works of thiscity have 
been completed, bnt it has given the best of 
satisfaction and is today paying all operat- 
ing expenses and more. The proposition, 
so far as determined, is that the city put in 
a main of notless than six inches, to a 
point on the eastern city limits, where a 
meter will be put in and the water delivered 
to the Tustin residents, who will put in lat- 
erals to conduct the water to all convenient 
places. The city engineer has been asked 
to make an estimate of the probable cost of 
the work and has reported that the work 
complete can be done for about $10,000, 
$4000 of which will be necessary to deliver 
the water to the city limits § and 
$6000 to conduct it from that point 
of Tustin and the laying of laterals, 
etc. The city, of course, can take 
the water no further than the city limits, 
but will do this if the Tustin people will use 
a sufficient amount of water to justify the 
expense. Tustin, at present, has water 
furnished by means of elevated tanks, but 
its force is light and its rervice therefore 
inferior to what the service of the city 
works would be. The present system 
could probably be purchased at a reason- 
able price, and connections with the city 
works made with its laterals, in which case 
the cost of an efficient system for Tustin 
could be considerably reduced from the 
present figures given.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Southern Pacifié and Santa Fe 
Want to Race. 


A Threatened Time War Has Been 
Temporarily Averted. 


Prospective Railroad Operations in 
the Cahuenga Valley. 


An Irrigation Picnic—Passenger Agents 
and the Matter of Eastbound 
Rates—Local and Per- 
sonal Notes, 


The Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
roads can disagree even on the question 
of time cards. The rivalry between 
these roads is especially lively between 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino and 
Redlands, and there has been a diposi- 
tion to inaugurate a time war. When 
the Southern Pacific’s line to Redlands 
was opened officials of that road evinced 
a desire to show what rapid time their 
trains could make between Los Angeles 
and the new terminal point. TheSanta 
Fé people were preparing to shorten 
time of theirtrains to meet the new 
competition, when a temporary arrange- 
ment was made to avert the threatened 
war. A new time card is now 
being compiled for each road, to go 
into effect about next Sunday. Fora 
few days past it looked as though the 
reduction of time would yet come, and 
both companies would make their trains 
show how fast they could go, but an 
amicable arrangement was entered into 
yesterday by which the schedules will 
be kept the same.

Another meeting of passenger agents 
will be held in Los Angeles in the next 
few days to make another effort to brace 
up eastbound rates. The only reason 
why the rates are not more extensively 
cut is the lack of available passengers 
who want to travel in that direction. 

There are rumors of railroad develop- 
ments to take place in the Cahuenga 
Valley in the near future. The South- 
ern Pacific is sending out several men 
to Coldwater Cajion to look for a grade 
over which a switch can be built to get 
out granite for the wharf and it is also 
said that the Santa Fé contemplates 
some improvements in the same direc- 
tion, 


THE NATIVE SONS. 


Actively Preparing fur the Meeting of the 
Grand Parlor. ' 

The Grand Parlor of the Native Sons 
of the Golden West will assemble here 
on Monday, April 25, in Turnverin 
Hall. Grand President R. M. Fitzger- 
ald of Oakland will call the session to 
order at 10 a.m. The local committees 
having in charge the entertainment of 
the delegates have been working assid- 
uously during the last two or three 
weeks in perfecting arrangements and 
securing accommodations for the 800 
delegates and the many guests who are 
attracted here on account of this meet- 
ing. Itis the first time that the Grand 
Parlor has been held in Southérn Cali- 
fornia and as it will be the first visit of 
many Native Sons, who are born north 
ofthe Tehachepi, to this part of the 
State, it was decided that their stay in 
this city should be made a pleasant and 
memorable one. Among the amuse- 
ments planned for the entertainment 
of the visitors it is proposed té take the 
delegates and their friends on an ex- 
cursion over the kite-shaped track. 
General Manager K. H. Wade of the 
Southern California Railway Company 
has placed at the disposal of the com- 
mittee in charge a special train ata 
very reasonable rate. As the trip over 
this road is one of the most pleasant to 
be had in Southern California, there is 
no doubt but what about a thousand 
persons will partake of it. Offers have 
been made from the towns along the 
road to have the visitors stop long 
enough to be driven -around the coun- 
try and shown the sights. San Bernar- 
dino has asked to lunch the excursion- 
ists and will give them a barbecue. 
Among the other attractions will be a 
grand hanquet for which at least about 
500 covers will be laid. The delegation 
will arrive here on a special train on 
Sunday, April24, at 4 p.m.. All the 
bands of music of this city have been 
hired and will be at the reception at 
the depot. The delegates will march 
from the depot to the various hotels. 
The Decoration Committee has received 
a large quantity of bunting and N. S. 
G. W and bear flags which were used at 
the great 9th of September celebration 
of 1890. The streets of the city will 
present a holiday attire and many busi- 
ness houses will be profusely decorated. 
It will be indeed a gala week and attract 
hundreds of strangers to the city.

$500. Of course, the expenses bein
